A Tiny Wisp of Tissue Imbedded Is 
the Heart s Wails. 

According to tradition. It was Aero 
poe. tbe blind Fury w Itti tbe ubburred 
shears, who *IU the thin spun life, > 
and many of Milton* readers may 
have wondered wbciber there was any 
thread In tbe anatomy of man the 
severance of which would be immedi¬ 
ately fatal. Injuries to tbe brain uud ^ 
bean, in both of which tbe principle 
of life baa been sup|M»sed to reside. 1 
may l>e survived f<»r shorter or longer , 
periods; but. as an .article by Dr. C. E. 

Lea reminds us. physiologists have of 
late years discovered a nerve or bun¬ 
dle of uerves whk-h might well l<e de¬ 
scribed as the thread of life. One of 
tbe developing sciences or our time is 
cardiography, tbe science of tbe bean 
beat. Tbe In-art. as most people are 
aware, is divided into aurkles and 
ventricles. Tbe ventricles are the 
pumping chambers; the auricles are 
tbe Collecting chambers of the blood 
Hud. like tbe stroke of a ratiug eight, 
set the rhythm of tbe heart beat. A 
I little Instrument called the sphygmo- 
graph is placed on the wrist pulse and 
magnifies its movements and traces 
them with a recording pen in a zigzag 
I curve, telling the observer what the \en- 
tricles are doing. Another instrument.' 
the polygraph, placed on the Jugular, 
record* the more delicate vibrations 
of the auricle. With flu- aid of these 
two Instruments the physician inn find 
what all the four"chamber* of the heart 
are doing. Now, tbe auricular con¬ 
traction acts ns a stimulant or start¬ 
ing shock to the ventricular onntr'ac-, 
tlou. Most stimuli are conveyed along 
nerves. Therefore .a little nerve In 
the heart to act as a telegraph wire 
between auricle and veutrlcle was to 
be expected. Such a thing has been 
found by physiologists; but. rather than | 
a nerve. It l> a specialized sensitive pot 
tlon of the heart muscle Itself. It Is a 
little wisp of tissue not an Inch' long 
and only one-twelfth of an Inch thick. 

On this delicate communicating .wisp. ^ * - 
calletj the aurfculo veutrlc'ular bundle, 
hangs existence’ Itself. .Evolution has 
arranged that It shall be so small and Thi 
so sheltered In position In the heart that 
It Is rarely damaged even by large In-, 
juries to that organ. But If It Is sev¬ 
ered then the ventricles must stop and 
life must Instantaneously cease.—Lon¬
